umphs Abroad, and her very Power to aſſiſt and 
ſupport the Invaſion at Home ; and finally, occa- 
ona Conformity and Schiſm Bills for the pious Pur- 
poſes of Church Unity, and the Correction and Re- 
ſtraint of all Diſſenters from the publick Wiſdom and 
Conſcience.

But even this lineal Deſcent 
is conteſted, and liable to great Suſpicion and Ob- 
jection. Ve know not, in reality, whence this Man
